PARENTS who fear their 
primary school will close to 
make way for a new £8 mil¬ 
lion ‘super school’ say they 
will fight on. 

More than 30 parents at 
Leighton Primary School, 
near Welshpool, gathered at 
the village hall on Tuesday 
night to discuss the plans. 

Holly Dyer, a parent and 
governor at the school told 
parents: “The county coun¬ 
cil is concerned about the 
school infrastructure in the 
area and it could end up 
with our school closing. 

“Lots of us wouldn’t want 
our children going to a 500- 
pupil super school.” 

Mrs Dyer said the coun¬ 
cil’s consultation will be 
held in March and urged 
parents to have their say. 

Powys County Council 
bosses say no decisions have 
yet been taken in the review 
of Welshpool area schools. 

Meanwhile a report on the 
future of secondary schools 
in Powys will go before cab¬ 
inet on Tuesday. Council 
bosses say secondary schools 
could close in the review. 

Cabinet member for 
schools Councillor Arwel 
Jones said: “It is work that 
cannot be rushed but could 
result in three fewer sec¬ 
ondary schools, fewer sixth- 
forms and a different Welsh 
medium provision. 

“Whatever the final con¬ 
figuration, our commitment 
is the service on offer will 
rival the very best the coun¬ 
try has to offer.” 

Plea to save 
village pub 
supported 

VILLAGERS in Kinnerley 
have pledged support to a 
bid to reopen the village 
pub as a community run 
venture. 

About 75 people crowded 
into the village hall this 
week for a public meeting 
to see if the currently closed 
Cross Keys pub had a fu¬ 
ture. Organisers say the will 
to see the pub reopen was 
very evident and say now 
residents have to fight plans 
to turn it into housing. 

The Cross Keys shut fol¬ 
lowing a fire last year and 
its owner has applied for 
permission to convert it 
into three homes and build 
a fourth on the pub garden. 

But campaigners say the 
building has been a drinking 
establishment for more than 
a century. 


Tractor hangs over bridge edge after crash

A TRACTOR crashed through safety railings on 
the A5 Chirk bypass bridge and came just feet 
from plunging to the ground below. 

The tractor was left hanging precariously over 
the edge of the bridge after being involved in a 
three-vehicle collision on the busy trunk route. 

The vehicle was left hanging over the bridge 
edge above the River Ceiriog on the A5 between 
the Gledrid and Halton roundabouts. 

The crash involving the tractor and two cars 
happened shortly before 2pm on Monday. 

Firefighters cut one man out of the wreckage of 
one of the cars and he was taken to Wrexham Ma- 
elor Hospital for further treatment. 

Two other people were treated at the scene. 

Traffic was diverted through Chirk and long tail¬ 
backs built up during the afternoon. 

The road was closed all Monday evening follow¬ 
ing the accident and remained closed throughout 
most of Tuesday for road and barrier repairs. 

The near tragedy has prompted fresh calls for 
safety measures on the route. 

Chirk Councillor Terry Evans said it was lucky 
that none of the vehicles plunged over the bridge. 
He said: “Someone could easily have been killed 
in the crash. 

“As well as the injuries and possible loss of life, 
accidents on this stretch of road mean traffic is 
diverted through Chirk. It has been chaos in the 
town this week. 

“Chirk Town Council has been calling for im¬ 
provements to that stretch of road for years. It 
should have been a dual carriageway from the be¬ 
ginning. 

“I really can’t see the road being dualled in my 
lifetime.” Councillor Evans said the bridge section 
needed strong crash barriers. 

He added: “Also I believe the entire stretch of 
the A5/A483, from the Mile End roundabout at 
Oswestry to the dual carriageway at Ruabon 
should be controlled by average speed cameras.” 


FARMING CRISIS 
FEARS INCREASE 


WARNINGS have been issued 
that the current milk price cri¬ 
sis could decimate the dairy 
industry in the Welshpool and 
Oswestry areas with farmers 
selling their herds and some 
even selling their farms. 

The fears have been expressed after 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
met worried farmers at Welshpool 
livestock market this week to discuss 
the effect plummeting prices are hav¬ 
ing on the area’s farming industry 

The Ml^ a former dairy farmer, said that 
while the long term future would steady, he was 
pessimistic about the short term. 

He also raised his fears during Prime Min¬ 
ister’s Questions in Parliament yesterday 
(Wednesday) with David Cameron saying he 
shared his concerns.

Those fears were this week echoed by 
Shropshire Council Leader Keith Barrow. The 
councillor, from Trefonen near Oswestry, has 
written to First Milk chairman Jim Paice about 
its decision to defer payment of ‘milk cheques’ 
to farmers. 

Mr Davies said: “I really can not remember 
dairy farming been so bad, in terms of the un¬ 
certainty that farmers are facing. 

“Dairy farming is a way of life and this could 
devastate families. Unless there is a dramatic 
turnaround then an awful lot of farmers will 
be leaving dairy and many will be getting out 
of farming altogether. 

“That will effect this area which depends so 
much on the dairy industry.” 

Councillor Barrow, who represents the 
Oswestry South Division at Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, said he had written to First Milk because 
the unitary authority has “important and 
strong links” with the farming industry and 
rural community in the county. 


He added: “We have been extremely con¬ 
cerned to learn of the pressure which has now 
been placed on dairy farmers who are members 
of First Milk, as a consequence of deferring 
their payments for supplies of milk and reduc¬ 
ing their net payments through capital contri¬ 
butions and price cuts. 

“The feedback we have had from farmers 
is that these policy changes within First Milk 
will have a devastating impact on farmers’ cash 
flow and the future sustainability of their busi¬ 
ness.” 

Meanwhile, Montgomeryshire dairy farm¬ 
ers have warned a Welsh Government farming 
chief they “cannot take any more pain”. 

Rebecca Evans, Welsh Government deputy 
minister for agriculture, met six dairy farm¬ 
ers at NFU Montgomeryshire chairman Jona¬ 
than Wilkinson’s Dyffryn farm in Meifod near 
Welshpool on Thursday last week. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “The main message was 
please appreciate the desperate situation on 
many Welsh dairy farms. Please impress on 
milk buyers that we cannot take any more 
pain.”

Ashdown 
steps in 
on pylon 
conflict 

FORMER Liberal Demo¬ 
crat leader Lord Ashdown 
will step into the row over 
plans to build pylons across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales 
during a visit to the region. 

Montgomeryshire Lib 
Dem parliamentary candi¬ 
date Jane Dodds has invited 
Lord Ashdown to come to 
Welshpool, with the visit 
due to take place today. 
(Thursday) 

Miss Dodds will launch a 
“No More Pylons” petition 
during the meeting against 
plans by National Grid. 

Campaigners want 
National Grid to bury a 
planned electric cable car¬ 
rying power generated from 
planned windfarms from 
a substation at Cefn Coch, 
near Llanfair Caereinion 
to Lower Frankton, near 
Oswestry rather than use 
pylons on some of the route. 

Staff at the British Iron¬ 
work Centre at Aston near 
Oswestry yesterday picketed 
the cars of National Grid of¬ 
ficials when talks over plans 
to install a pylon at the site 
became heated. Police were 
called to the incident. 

Centre bosses want the 
overhead route diverted 
around the visitor attraction 
or for the cable to be run un¬ 
derground amid fears pylons 
will ruin the countryside. 

Meanwhile villagers near 
Oswestry are due to attend a 
public meeting this evening 
to discuss the pylons. The 
meeting will be held at 
7.30pm at Maesbrook Vil¬ 
lage Hall. 

Bid to list 
tollhouse 
to carry on 

OSWESTRY Town Council 
is to appeal to the Govern¬ 
ment over English Herit¬ 
age’s decision not to declare 
a tollhouse a listed building. 

The national body has 
turned down a bid for the 
Gate House on Shrewsbury 
Road to be listed as being 
“of historic importance”. 

At this week’s meeting 
of Oswestry Town Council 
councillors voted to appeal 
to overturn the decision. 

Councillor Sandy Best 
said: “We owe it to the pub¬ 
lic who called for the toll¬ 
house to be listed to take the 
matter to the next stage.” 

Discount food store Aldi 
wants to demolish the toll¬ 
house, built in 1830, to 
make way for a proposed 
supermarket.

More than 
100 drivers 
fail road 
drink test 

MORE than 100 drink 
drivers were caught on the 
roads of Mid Wales during a 
month-long crackdown. 

Police carried out 8,204 
breath tests during its 
Christmas anti-drink drive 
campaign, with 140 failing 
the test. The force said it 
was “disappointed” with the 
number of people caught. 

Dyfed Powys Police’s 
Deputy Chief Constable 
Carl Langley said: “It is 
disappointing that so many 
drivers throughout Wales 
chose to risk their own 
lives, and the lives of others 
during the campaign. We 
were clear in our messages 
throughout the campaign 
that drink or drug driving is 
not acceptable, and will not 
be tolerated. 

“But those that chose to 
break the law and endanger 
themselves and other road 
users arrogantly were in the 
minority, and we thank the 
public that showed support 
for the campaign and were 
happy to co-operate. Drink 
driving ruins lives all year 
round, and our efforts to 
combat it continue through¬ 
out the year.” 


t a meeting of experts and 
enthusiasts looking at 
the feasibility of restor¬ 
ing dry sections of the 
waterway But he admit¬ 
ted there were also many 
obstacles to overcome. 

Although Welshpool’s 
town centre canal has nar- 
rowboat mooring and a lock 
gate, the canal goes no¬ 
where. Only a small stretch 
of the ‘Monty’ is navigable 
either side of the town and 
to join to Britain’s vast net¬ 
work of waterways a large 
section would have to be 
restored between Pool Quay 
and Gronwen Wharf, near 
Oswestry. 

The meeting in the town 
was attended by represent¬ 
atives from a wide range of 
organisations including the 
town and county councils, 
the Canal and Rivers Trust, 
the Heulwen Trust and a 
number of canal organisa¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Douglas said: 
“There are physical obsta¬ 
cles such as road crossings 
and a large dry section near 
Llanymynech. 

“There is also the ecology 
of the canal to consider. So 
rare are some of the plants 
that grow in the canal now 
that sections have been de¬ 
clared sites of special scien¬ 
tific interest - they will have 
to be protected before the 
canal can become navigable 
again.” 

He said financing the 
restoration was the biggest 
obstacle. “Much of the resto¬ 
ration so far has been done 
through volunteers and lot¬ 
tery grants,” he said. 



Lucky escape after waterway topple

A LORRY driver had a lucky escape 
after his truck toppled into the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal. 

The lorry was carrying a load of 
sugar beet pellets when it crashed 
on the A483 between Abermule and 
Garthmyl, sparking an environmental 
alert on the canal which runs through 
Mid Wales. 

The driver managed to climb out of 
his cab, unhurt, before emergency ser¬ 
vices arrived. His vehicle was left half 
submerged in the canal which runs 
alongside the main road. 

The two are separated by a crash 
barrier but the lorry fell over the top 


of the structure into the Montgomery 
Canal. The accident happened on Mon¬ 
day and engineers were left with the 
headache of how to remove the lorry 
after initial attempts to right the vehi¬ 
cle proved unsuccessful 

The drama happened at 2pm on 
Monday with the trunk road reopened 
in the evening. 

Newtown fire crews helped at the 
scene ensuring no-one was in the cab 
and making the area safe. 

Firefighters from Mid and West 
Wales Fire service launched two spe¬ 
cialist rescue boats on the canal to in¬ 
spect the scene. 


An environmental alert was issued 
with officers from Natural Resources 
Wales travelling to the area. 

Rob Ireson, senior environment 
officer for Natural Resources Wales, 
said: “Our officers were on site work¬ 
ing with the fire service, police and 
specialist contractors to remove the 
trailer containing approximately 28 
tonnes of sugar beet pellets from the 
canal. 

“Special booms were being placed in 
the canal to contain any spilled fuel, 
oil and pellets and we worked along¬ 
side the emergency services to reduce 
the risk of harm to the environment.”

An election is also 
to be held for a vacant seat 
on Oswestry Town Council 
to replace Councillor Bill 
Benyon. Mr Benyon had 
been a councillor since 2003 
and over the past decade 
has served on Oswestry 
Town Council, as a borough 
councillor and a Shropshire 
Council member. 

Mr Benyon is standing 
down because of failing eye¬ 
sight. At Monday’s town

Traders in business plea 
ahead of closure of route

SHOPPERS are being urged to support traders in Oswestry while 
gas work closes a town centre road for more than a fortnight. 

Although cars will be banned from Leg Street and parts of Beatrice Street, pe¬ 
destrians will still be able to access the shops and restaurants on the two roads. 

The current gas pipes will be upgraded to ensure the gas supply to the area remains safe 
and reliable for at least the next 80 years. 

Wales & West Utilities will replace 63 metres of old metal gas pipes with new elastic 

pipes in parts ofLeg street, Albion Hill and 
Beatrice Street. 

The work will take about three weeks to 
complete and is due to start on Monday. 

Helen Hughes, who with Tina Evans 
runs the Salon IV hairdressers in Beatrice 
Street, said traders will be open as usual 
throughout the road closure. 

“Although the road will be shut the salon 
will most definitely be open,” she said. 

“We are looking forward to welcoming 
our clients as normal and we hope shop¬ 
pers will still support all the businesses in 
the area.” 

David Thomas, Wales & West Utilities 
project manager for the scheme, said: “It 
is essential that we replace these gas pipes, 
so we can make sure that we can continue 
to provide a safe and reliable gas supply to 
this part of Oswestry. 

“We are carrying out this work now so 
that we can reduce the risk of gas leaks 
occurring on this part of our network and 
minimise the need for us to carry out costly 
and disruptive ad-hoc repairs. 

“To keep local people, road users and our 
workforce safe while we are working, we 
will have a temporary road closure on Leg 
Street, with a diversionary route well sign¬ 
posted. We appreciate that working in com¬ 
munities is disruptive, but this is important 
work and we will try to keep disruption to 
a minimum. 

“The scheme has been planned in close 
coordination with the local authority and 
everyone whose gas supply will be directly 
affected will receive an information letter 
about how it will impact on them.” 

The project is part of the company’s mul¬ 
ti-million-pound 30-year mains replace¬ 
ment programme which began in 2002. Old 
metal pipes within 30 metres of buildings 
are being replaced with new long-lasting 
plastic pipes with a lifespan of more than 
80 years. 

The work will be carried out by contrac¬ 
tors AMEC Foster Wheeler, on behalf of 
Wales & West Utilities.

Friends tell 
of tragic 
caving visit 

TWO cavers have told how they had to 
leave their friend behind after he ran out 
of air because they also risked being over¬ 
come by noxious gases. 

Will Smith and his friends Alexander 
Papanek and D’arcy Foley were exploring 
a former slate quarry when Mr Smith ran 
into trouble, an inquest heard. 

After going up a steep embankment he 
called to his companions “I’m out of gas” 
and he was quickly overcome and tumbled 
down the embankment into deep water. 

As he lay in the water his two friends 
struggled to give him some air but he 
started convulsing. 

“I shouted to Sasha (Mr Papanek) we had 
to get out. We had no choice,” Mr Foley told 
the inquest. 

The three, all experienced cave divers, 
had travelled to the disused Aber Las 
quarry near Glyn Ceiriog on August 23. Mr 
Smith, who was from Hinckley in Leicester¬ 
shire, had discovered the site the previous 
year. 

Mr Foley told the hearing that they knew 
the air in the chambers was poisonous with 
carbon dioxide and hydrogen sulphide. 
They had 12-litre tanks of air but for the 
section he was on at the time Mr Smith had 
only a one-litre tank. Mr Papanek said that 
when his friend collapsed for no apparent 
reason they tried to put the air regulator in 
his mouth but his jaw was clamped tight. 

Coroner John Gittins said with the cause 
of death unascertained the only conclusion 
he could reach was an open one.

Former vehicle

Aged eight Mr Wil¬ 
liams moved with his fam¬ 
ily to Rednal Farm near 
Oswestry where he worked 
after leaving school. 

He bought a garage in 
Queens Head and moved 
into the house there with 
wife Joan, a house he was 
to live in until his death. 
Mr Williams specialised in 
used cars and in 1979 he 
took on the VW and Audi 
dealership. He took over 
the Arthurs Garage and 
bought the EJ Gittens 
dealership in 1986 which 
become the current Ar¬ 
thurs Vauxhall dealership 
in Lower Brook Street in 
1993. 

Man facing drug 
supply claims

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Hospital must improve in 
key areas warn inspectors

THE general hospital which treats patients from the Oswestry and 
Welshpool areas needs to improve, a critical inspection report has 
revealed. 

The watchdog Care Quality Commission (CQC) said the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, along with Telford’s Princess Royal, had to do better in four out of 
five key areas. It has also been given a “requires improvement” rating overall. 

The report has been made public following a three-day inspection of the two sites back 
in October last year. The CQC team was asked to rank the hospitals based on whether 

_ _—--- the services it provided were safe, effective, 

caring, responsive and well-led. 

Only the caring element received a 
“good” rating, with staff at the two hospi¬ 
tals praised throughout the report for the 
“caring and compassionate” way they dealt 
with patients. 

Inspectors also praised the way the hos¬ 
pital dealt with complaints. 

They said both Royal Shrewsbury and 
the Princess Royal was “clean and well 
maintained” and said infection control 
rates were lower than a lot of other trusts. 

But hospital bosses were criticised for 
consistently failing to meet the Govern¬ 
ment target of seeing all A&E patients 
within four hours or less. 

A heavy reliance on agency and bank 
staff because of high vacancies and levels of 
sickness was also highlighted, while there 
was said to be a “permafrost” between the 
management team and rank-and-file staff. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust chief executive Peter Herring said 
he thought it was a “fair and well-balanced 
report”. 

He admitted parts of it made “uncom¬ 
fortable reading”, but vowed health chiefs 
would take criticism “on the chin” and con¬ 
tinue to look to improve. 

“This is a significantly improved picture 
from the one we would have seen two years 
ago but there is still a long way to go,” Mr 
Herring said. 

“It absolutely reflects the journey this 
organisation is on and the challenges that 
remain.” 

Professor Sir Mike Richards, CQC’s chief 
inspector of hospitals, said: “We saw that 
staff at Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust have been working hard re¬ 
cently to make improvements and we saw 
several areas of very good practice.” 

Action points for the trust to take fol¬ 
lowing the report include an urgent review 
of nursing staff across A&E and critical 
care, taking steps to ensure hospitals meet 
the 95 per cent A&E target, and pushing 
through improvements to the mortuaries at 
the two hospitals. 


Man admits 

attacking 

ex-partner 

A BUSINESSMAN who accused his es¬ 
tranged wife of having an affair headbutted 
her a number of times. 

Michael Howard Williams, 50, of Archleh, 
Chirk, also smashed items at her home and 
her car windscreen. 

His victim said the accusation of an af¬ 
fair was “nonsense” Mold Crown Court was 
told. 

On December 5 the defendant went to 
her bedroom, accused her of having an af¬ 
fair and head-butted her a number of times. 

He hurled abuse at her and gave her a 
back handed slap a number of times and 
threw a bedside light and a phone at her 
before bending back one of her fingers. 

The defendant left but it was later found 
a table and Christmas tree had been over¬ 
turned and there was glass everywhere. 

Williams returned and started smashing 
glasses and then smashed the car wind¬ 
screen. Williams was given an eight month 
prison sentence suspended for two years 
after admitting assault and criminal dam¬ 
age at an earlier hearing. 

He was placed on supervision, sent on a 
“respectful relationships” course run by the 
probation service and ordered to pay £2,000 
compensation for the injuries he caused the 
victim and £60 for the windscreen. 

He was also made the subject of a two 
year restraining order. 

Henry Hills, defending, said that his 
client was remorseful. He was enraged be¬ 
cause of what he perceived at the time but 
appreciated that was no excuse.

Man given 
suspended 
prison term 

A FORMER Shropshire man who admitted 
possessing thousands of indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children has been given a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence. 

Police investigators found 3,596 images 
on two computers used by Sean Patrick 
Molloy. 

Molloy, 27, of Atherton Street, New 
Brighton, Wallasey, was handed a 12- 
month jail sentence suspended for two 
years, a two-year supervision order, told 
to attend a sex offender programme and 
made the subject of an indefinite Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order at Liverpool 
Crown Court. 

He admitted three charges of making 
indecent photographs of children and ad¬ 
mitted possession of indecent photographs 
of children. The court heard police found 
indecent images on Molloy’s hard drive. 
He was released on bail and moved to his 
girlfriend’s address in Oswestry. But when 
a laptop belonging to his girlfriend was ex¬ 
amined, more indecent images were discov¬ 
ered. 

Paul Davison, defending, said his client 
believed he would go to prison when he was 
first arrested. 

“He has issues which clearly need to be 
addressed. He is a high risk of harm to chil¬ 
dren,” he said.

BOSSES at Oswestry-based Lindstrand Technol¬ 
ogies said they were never in any doubt the par¬ 
achutes they made to allow the Beagle 2 landing 
spacecraft to land in one piece on Mars would 
do their job. 

Company boss Per Lindstrand was speaking after it 
was proved the British spacecraft that disappeared as 
it approached Mars did successfully landed on the Red 
Planet’s surface. 

The news is a relief to scientists behind the £50 million project 
as well as staff at Lindstrand Technologies who designed the 
- parachute that was given the job of ensur¬ 
ing the craft had a safe landing. 

High resolution pictures show The Bea¬ 
gle 2 probe, named after the ship used by 
Shrewsbury’s Charles Darwin, is on the 
surface and intact. 

It had been assumed the craft had been 
destroyed. But the images taken from 185 
miles above Mars in 2013 and again last 
year show that the small lander, the size 
of a large motorcycle tyre, touched down 
successfully. 

However, they believe it did not fully de¬ 
ploy its panels, preventing it from contact¬ 
ing Earth. Lindstrand Technologies, based 
in Maesbury Road, Oswestry, created the 
most advanced parachute ever built or the 
Beagle 2 project. It enable the craft to slow 
down from speeds of Mach 1.3 to just 17 
metres per second. Mr Lindstrand said he 
had never been in doubt that they would 
work. 

And he declared: “There will always be a 
piece of Shropshire on Mars. 

He said it was great to know that the 
craft had reached the planet and said that 
he had been proud to be involved with such 
an exciting project. 

But he said his one sadness was that 
scientist Colin Pillinger had died before 
knowing that his project had succeeded in 
getting to its destination. 

“Colin would have been so proud that 
the European/UK craft had been a success 
and had reached Mars. It is very sad that he 
died last year,” Mr Lindstrand. 

“Finding the parachutes on the surface 
of Mars means that Lindstrand Technolo¬ 
gies is one of only two companies worldwide 
that has successfully deployed parachutes 
in outer space. It also means there is some¬ 
thing ‘Made in Shropshire’ on Mars.” 

The work record breaking balloonist suc¬ 
cessfully tendered for the contract to make 
the parachutes for the expedition in 2002.

More often than not football 
fans get bad press for loutish 
behaviour and the activities of 
a minority hooligan element. On 
Saturday I witnessed the oth¬ 
er side of the coin as real and 
genuine supporters paid tribute 
to the man who had saved their 
club - my football club. There 
were 28,000 of us packed into 
Molineux Stadium to honour the 
passing of Sir Jack Hayward, 
the locally born president, own¬ 
er and former chairman of Wol¬ 
verhampton Wanderers Football 
Club who died last week aged 
91. 

Those familiar with the turbu¬ 
lent history of Wolves will know 
that Sir Jack, as he was affec¬ 
tionately known by every Mo¬ 
lineux fan, saved the club from 
extinction and pumped millions 
of his own hard earned money 
into building the magnificent sta¬ 
dium which stands proudly close 
to the city centre. On Saturday 
28,000 people, including Black¬ 
pool supporters who played their 
part, were in the “the house that 
Jack built” to honour the man 
they loved and behaved impec¬ 
cably. The great man would have 
been embarrassed by the cer¬ 
emony as thousands chanted 
“Jack Hayward’s Barmy Army”. 

Despite his position of re¬ 
spect, he considered himself a 
man of the people - even writ¬ 
ing in the club museum’s visitor’s 
book “Glad to have to helped”. 

It was a perfect day with the 
stadium bathed in glorious win¬ 
ter sunshine as members of Sir 
Jack’s family, directors and for¬ 
mer players and managers stood 
on the field to observe a minute’s 
applause. That planned minute 
virtually lasted the following 90 
too as supporters continued 
their magnificent and touching 
tribute throughout Wolves’ 2-0 
win. In life we sometimes en¬ 
counter great people. Sir Jack 
Hayward was one and we may 
never see his like again. He 
stood for everything that was 
British and was a Second World 
War pilot. His family made their 
fortune in business interests in 
the United States and then The 
Bahamas, where he made his 
second home. I had the privi¬ 
lege to meet Sir Jack on a hand¬ 
ful of occasions and he always 
pointed out that he was simply 
a Wolves supporter. They are 
moments I shall cherish. Most 
of all he loved his football club. 
He had been born within kicking 
distance of the old stadium. 

We all had goosebumps when 
sounds of Elgar blasted the Mo¬ 
lineux air on Saturday, below 
giant images of the great man 
with two thumbs up taken dur¬ 
ing the famous play-off final win 
which took the club back to the 
Premiership in 2003. There were 
of course tears but this was the 
celebration of the life of a great 
man and the supporters of Wol¬ 
verhampton Wanderers Football 
Club stood as one in the house 
that Jack built.

is there any truth to all 
these big cat sightings? 


Claims of big cats roaming 
the area have been made 
for years. EMMA WALKER 
investigates _ 

SIGHTINGS of mysterious big 
cats across Shropshire and 
Mid Wales have sparked in¬ 
tense debate for years. 

There are those who believe that 
pumas and panthers roam the coun¬ 
tryside and others who say that 
without evidence rumours that they 
exist in Britain is nothing more than 
a tall tail. 

But there have been 14 reported sight¬ 
ings to Dyfed Powys Police in the past 
five years, along with the numerous re¬ 
ports in Shropshire. 

Figures obtained under the Freedom 
of Information Act show that residents 
across the region have been calling police 
officers over what they believe is a big cat 
on the prowl. 

Prints 

From large paw prints in the snow 
to a lamb mauled by a “panther” and a 
“puma” in a field, alleged sightings have 
taken place in Oswestry, Meifod, Telford 
and Llanidloes. 

Big cats have roamed Britain for hun¬ 
dreds of years, according to believers. 

Stories of big cats go back to the 1960s 
and 1970s when it was legal and fashion¬ 
able to keep exotic animals as pets. 

Before the Dangerous Wild Animals 
Act in 1976, the wealthy could take their 
lion, tiger or cheetah for a walk around 
the park without needing a licence. 

But the law was changed to protect the 
public. 

While many owners gave their pets to 
zoos or put them down, rumours started 
that some people released their animals

into the wild where their offspring are 
thought to still roam to this day. 

Over the years each sighting has 
added a new twist to the mystery of the 
big cat. 

A large black panther-like creature 
allegedly made a re-appearance in 
Shropshire last March. 

Wendy Lochridge was staring out of 
her window at her home near Oswestry 
when she saw the creature. 

She said the creature disappeared 
into some bushes before she managed 
to get a photograph of it. 

She said: “What I saw was massive. 
It was over four foot long and it had a 
long tail. 

“I watched it, it stood there under a 
tree before it went in the bushes. It was 
a good 300 yards away from me. 

“It was cat-like but with the long tail 
it was definitely a panther. I have cats 


of my own and it was definitely too big 
for a normal cat. 

“I jumped in my car to see if I could 
take some snaps but it had long gone.” 

In 2008, farmer Shirley Lewis, from 
Tiphouse Farm near Billingsley, shot 
four minutes of remarkable video of a 
big cat near her home. 

The footage appears to show a pan¬ 
ther walking through fields, before dis¬ 
appearing behind trees. 

Previous sightings of a big cat took 
place in Telford in 2008 when Sarah 
Leeder said she came across the animal 
while she was walking on the trail near 
Apley Woods. 

The body of a dead big cat was also 
found along the riverbank on the Sev¬ 
ern Way in Shrewsbury in 2009 by local 
paramedic Terry Meagre, although at 
the time the British Big Cat Society 
said despite its size it appeared to be a 


normal, domestic cat. A big black cat has 
also been spotted near Stafford Park, 
Lightmoor, Broseley and Woodside in 
Telford, as well as stalking along the 
Silkin Way which runs through the bor¬ 
ough. 

In November 2006 a big cat sighting 
by a policeman prompted officers into a 
late-night search near The White Horse 
pub in Dawley, Telford. But a search 
found no trace of it. 

However, in February 1989 there was 
the one and only proven-beyond-doubt 
case of a big cat in Shropshire. 

The body of an Asian jungle cat was 
found not far from Ludlow and was 
taken to Ludlow Museum to be identi¬ 
fied and examined. 

Monster 

Some believe this big cat had mated 
with domestic cats, meaning that there 
could be some monster moggies roaming 
around, descended from this jungle cat. 

It was noted at the time that a local 
domestic cat called Jasper was much 
larger than normal cat size and had the 
markings of a jungle cat. 

Howard Cheese of the museum was 
to recall years later: “It was found dead 
near Richards Castle. 

“It was bought into the museum and 
photographs were taken of it, we meas¬ 
ured it, and that sort of thing. 

“The upshot was that the person who 
found it paid to have taxidermy carried 
out on it. 

“It was a jungle cat.” 

The Ludlow big cat, it turns out, was 
found by a Mr Evans of Richards Castle. 

It was stuffed and later was being kept 
in a glass case by Dr Karl Shuker, a zool¬ 
ogist in Halesowen who is, according to 
his website, internationally recognised 
as a world expert in cryptozoology - the 
scientific investigation of mystery ani¬ 
mals whose existence or identity has yet 
to be formally ascertained.

Before becoming a politician, I 
earned my living as a farmer. For 
the first 20 years of my working 
life, I was a dairy farmer. So my 
interest in the milk producing 
sector is in my personal DNA, 
as well as being important to the 
economy of Montgomeryshire 
and Shropshire. 

And dairy farming through¬ 
out the UK is in serious trouble. 
Many of our milk producers are 
in danger of being forced out of 
business. Most are producing 
milk below the cost of produc¬ 
tion. Some dairy farmers have 
‘cost plus’ contracts with su¬ 
permarkets, but most receive 
only what the market pays. The 
cost of producing a litre of milk is 
around 30p. 

Many dairy farmers are being 
paid just 20p. The underlying 
reason for this unsustainable 
situation is rising supply and 
falling demand across the world, 
leading to volatility in the global 
market for dairy products. Trade 
sanctions against Russia, fol¬ 
lowing her military interventions 
in Ukraine, have made a difficult 
position worse. Dairy farmers 
in some EU states also enjoy 
cost benefit from more intensive 
production systems, and some 
states have mandatory mini¬ 
mum prices paid for milk. EU 
milk quotas are being lifted next 
year, and it seems the UK is not 
as well prepared for this major 
change as other EU states. We 
must pressurise supermarkets 
to adopt a more reasonable ap¬ 
proach. Even though some of 
our supermarkets pay ‘cost plus’ 
price for the milk on the shelves 
of their stores, they stack those 
same shelves with cream, 
cheese, yoghurt purchased at 
ridiculously low prices. 

Just as ridiculous is the price 
milk is being sold at in supermar¬ 
kets. Four pints for 89p is clear¬ 
ly a ‘loss leader’ and leaves no 
room for profit for anyone. 

In the longer run, prospects 
for the dairy industry are posi¬ 
tive. But this may be too late for 
many. 

The Government now plans 
to consider extending its Gro¬ 
ceries Code Adjudicator to in¬ 
clude dairy products, before the 
planned date of 2016. Immedi¬ 
ately we can all play a small part 
by buying nothing except British 
produce.

Q: My husband and I are getting divorced. The split is perfectly amicable and we have not needed to get solicitors involved. 

We are now ready to sort out the finances and a friend has advised us to enter into a Clean Break Order so that we will both be 
protected from any future claims. Can you explain what this means and if we really need to do it? 

A: Not all cases are suitable for entering into a Clean Break Financial Order, or it may be necessary for the parties to remain 
financially linked until a clean break can be facilitated. If however you are not entitled to spousal maintenance from your ex¬ 
partner, entering into a Clean Break Financial Order is best because once financial settlement has been agreed you need to 
ensure neither of you has any future financial claim on the other. Without such an Order a financial tie would continue and if one 
of you had a change in circumstances, for example a large lottery win, your ex-spouse could make a financial claim against you. 

If you have agreed terms of a financial settlement between you, or there are no assets to be distributed, it is relatively simple for 
a Solicitor to prepare a Consent Order in the terms agreed, which will eliminate any financial claim on each other in life and on 
each other’s estates upon death. Once the terms of the Order have been entered and approved by both parties the Order can 
be signed and submitted to the Court along with a Statement of Information Form containing full details of both your financial 
positions and a £50 fee.

FURTHER to a letter in the 
Oswestry Chronicle about 
aeroplane trails, I am writ¬ 
ing about the results of my 
investigations. 

I believe we are being 
sprayed with unknown sub¬ 
stances by many aeroplanes 
daily and nightly, as my 
photos show. 

We were alerted to these 
sprayings by a friend in 
Canada, who sent photo¬ 
graphs over the internet.

What I found was that 
indeed, there were many 
trails being left by planes 
which used to disperse into 
the sky, leaving no trace.

The trails also con¬ 
vert into strange shapes 
sometimes, and though the 
Department of Transport 
suggests these trails are 
only ice particles or con¬ 
trails, I do not believe this. 

I also believe that the sub¬ 
stances sprayed are altering 
the weather as when I have 
been watching them during 
a day, the weather may start 
out with rain clouds but 
once the trails have gone 
over, the normal clouds dis¬ 
perse and the sky becomes 
sunnier.

Victims of 
crime to 
have say 
in penalty 

VICTIMS of minor assaults, 
anti-social behaviour and 
low value thefts will be 
given a say in how offend¬ 
ers are punished, the po¬ 
lice force which serves the 
Welshpool area has said. 

Plans for “adult commu¬ 
nity resolution” have been 
introduced by Dyfed-Powys 
Police. Types of offences 
where the resolution can 
be used include low-level 
criminal damage, low value 
theft, minor assaults with¬ 
out injury and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Victims will be given the 
option to choose from a list 
of out of court punishments, 
while police will also be al¬ 
lowed to use their profes¬ 
sional judgement to deal 
with offenders. 

As part of the scheme the 
victim must agree to deal 
with the offence in that 
manner and the offender 
must admit the offence and 
agree to participate in the 
process. Resolutions can 
include the offender being 
given advice about their be¬ 
haviour, apologising to the 
victim, or possibly making 
some form of reparation, 
like repairing or paying for 
any damage done. 

Chief Inspector Peter 
Westlake insisted that the 
system would only be used 
when it is in the public in¬ 
terest. 

Community resolutions 
have previously been used 
in youth justice in Dy¬ 
fed-Powys.

“The council deferred the 
decision in October because 
they needed more informa¬ 
tion about noise levels and 
pollution, but the energy 
company has basically said 
it doesn’t need to provide 
anything else. 

“I fully support the letter 
from the council asking for 
more information - it is en¬ 
tirely reasonable to ask for 
more detail. 

“But it doesn’t look like 
Dart is actually doing any¬ 
thing to reduce its impact.”

Only I can 
make that decision to eat sensibly 
- to go down the right road, not eat 
loads of sweets and all the naughty 
things. In the morning I just have 
porridge, a sandwich at midday 
and a healthy meal and vegetables 
at night. The quantity has gone 
down. Before, my goodness me, 
I’d have fry-ups and loads of cakes 
and biscuits all day long. 

Now, I might still have a bacon sandwich 
but I’ll grill it.” 

Angie did approach her GP to ask about 
weight-loss surgery but there were concerns 
about her age - and a lack of funding for the 
procedure in Shropshire. 

She is so proud that she has achieved 
such sustained weight-loss for herself and 
is determined to continue: “I love it. I can’t 
wait - I look forward to ‘my therapy’. It’s 
so relaxing. I can’t describe to anyone how 
much it’s made me feel in myself, just well¬ 
being. I have sciatica and - touch wood 
- that’s gone too, with the massage. I feel 
rejuvenated, more like 27 than 72. Now I 
have no negativity whatsoever. People need 
to give it a chance.

FOR bubbly ski instructor 
and former county table ten¬ 
nis star Wendy Payton, the 
Miruji chair has been a pass¬ 
port back to normal life after 
iiving for almost half a dec¬ 
ade with debilitating M.E. 

She has even been able to go back to 
work again, as a nursery assistant in 
Shrewsbury. 

Wendy’s problems started when her 
18-year marriage failed in 2008 and 
she was left to struggle on alone with 
four children. 

“I was at work one day in Telford 
and I found I couldn’t walk up the ski 
slope,” she said. 

“I became a re¬ 
cluse for four years 
and stayed indoors. 
I lived on benefits 
and shut myself 
away. I did things 
on auto-pilot, like 
a robot. I didn’t 
like looking in the 
mirror. I thought: 
‘who’s that per¬ 
son?’ If I had to 
do anything I was 
exhausted. After 
Wendy Payton doing the house¬ 
work I would have 
to spend the rest of the day in bed.” 

Wendy, 47, who used to play table 
tennis for Shropshire, was diagnosed 
with chronic fatigue syndrome, also 
known as myalgic encephalomyelitis 
(ME) three years ago. 

“I was told not to try to do everything 
all at once,” she said. Slowing down 
and feeling awful made Wendy reach 
for food, to take her mind off things. 

“I went from a size 14 to a size 18,” 
she said. “I comfort ate chocolate most 
days. I ate lots of takeaways as I didn’t 
fancy cooking. I always made sure the 
kids ate properly. I looked after them 
but neglected myself.” Wendy con¬ 
tacted Miruji after seeing an advertise¬ 
ment for the Sit and Slim trial. 

“I was quite sceptical at first. I 
thought it was all brain-washing. I 
came in and did the sessions in the 
chair but I wasn’t paying full atten¬ 
tion.

“I suddenly 
saw the things that I had let take over 
my life and how that affected the peo¬ 
ple around me,” she said. 

Now Wendy’s children, aged 18, 16, 
13 and 11 cannot believe the change in 
their mum. She has slimmed down to 
a size 14 and is brimming with energy 
and enthusiasm. She even took all of 
her children away on holiday to Tuni¬ 
sia by herself. 

“I was absolutely chuffed,” she said. 
“I would never have thought I could 
cope before. We hadn’t been on holiday 
for years. They all absolutely loved it. 
I came back with loads of confidence, 
energy and a suntan, having spent 
quality time with my kids. Before, I 
tended to push them away. They love 
the new me. They’re really proud.” 

The icing on the cake was being 
offered a job, having previously been 
knocked back many times at inter¬ 
views. 

“I have a different attitude now,” 
she said. “I’m much more positive 
about life. I wake up early in the morn¬ 
ing. Before I would wake up and want 
to crawl back under the bedclothes. 
I’ve got loads of energy, I’m up late 
at night. I can walk miles with the 
dogs.” Wendy also feels her experience 
at Miruji has helped her protect her

Before long I was taken to the 
well-being massage chair which uses a 
combination of relaxing massage and 
NLP (Neuro-Linguistic Programming) 
to promote a positive mindset. I was 
settled into the large comfortable chair 
and plugged in to a general ‘sit and de¬ 
stress’ audio. 

My first reaction was that the sensa¬ 
tion of the chair ‘massaging’ my back 
and legs was somewhat odd but after 
the first few minutes I was literally 
transported to planet bliss. 

After 40 minutes of pummelling 
and de-knotting, I simply couldn’t get 
enough of it. The audio seemed to be 
playing deep in my distant sub-con¬ 
sciousness as I drifted along on a cloud 
of pure relaxation. 

All too soon my time was up and 
despite wanting to stay in the chair 
and ‘go round again’ I made a move 
to go home. 

The difference in how I felt when I 
left was amazing. I felt so much more 
relaxed, all my stress seemed to be 
lifted from my shoulders and to say 
that I went home in a great mood was 
an understatement. 

The Miruji experience has left me 
completely reorganising my life. I feel 
so much more positive and now I make 
time for relaxation and de-stressing. 

How did I manage my life before I 
started popping along to Miruji every 
week?

leave you as breathless as a climb to the 
top.” 

The picture of Old Oswestry hillfort, 
which was taken in February last year, was 
picked as the best example of a snow-cov¬ 
ered hillfort by Mrs Pina-Dacier. 

She said: “Old Oswestry is one of Britain’s 
most impressive early Iron Age hillforts. 

“Covering 40 mighty acres, its inhabit¬ 
ants would have kept warm in stone-kerbed 
roundhouses. Excavations also uncovered 
furrowed pottery imported from Wiltshire 
area and salt containers from Cheshire, in¬ 
dicating that they traded with, relatively, 
distant neighbours.” 

Castle Bank, near Llandrindod Wells in 
Mid Wales, was also included in the top 10 
and its unusual shape was highlighted by 
the fallen snow. The stone-built defensive 
bank follows the topography of the hilltop. 

Campaigners are battling to have the 
views from and to the hillfort in Oswestry 
retained. They are worried about plans to 
build houses in the shadow of the ancient 
monument. 

The homes have been put forward as po¬ 
tential development opportunities in Shrop¬ 
shire Council SAMDev document which will 
dictate where housing can be built in the 
future.

The report’s authors spoke to 
a number of female farmers in 
Shropshire to get their perspec¬ 
tive on the industry, and the re¬ 
sponses were overwhelmingly 


positive. Claire Barker, of Great 
Berwick Farm, near Shrewsbury, 
said: “Women are fully aware of 
the opportunities available and 
there are no barriers. 

“It is very much a level playing field 
now for women and this is evident 
across the agricultural sector.” Lan¬ 
yon Bowdler partner Emma Wilde 
said the firm was working with an in¬ 
creasing number of rural and farming 
businesses, and the report gave an in¬ 


teresting insight into the current state 
of the industry. She said: “As one of 
the leading agricultural legal services 
specialists in Shropshire, we take a 
great interest in the industry and 
the direction it’s likely to take in the 
future. We are keen to champion the 
role of women in agriculture, and this 
report is very encouraging.”

It was first spotted by Aus¬ 
tralian Terry Lovejoy, who 
has a prolific record among 
amateur astronomers, and

he named the comet. To 
date, Mr Lovejoy, from 
Queensland, has discovered 
five comets, all using rel¬ 
atively simple equipment 
compared to what’s found 
at a professional observa¬ 
tory. It was first spotted 
on August 17 and in recent 
weeks has been dramatically 
captured on camera by am¬ 
ateur astronomers around 
the world. 

The comet’s distinctive 
green glow comes from mol¬ 
ecules of diatomic carbon 
- two carbon atoms joined 
together - and cyanogen flu¬ 
orescing in the ultraviolet 
light from the sun. 

Its tail takes on a more 
blue tinge due to the carbon 
monoxide it contains.

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Animals adapt to cope in 
an ever changing world

‘ADAPTION’ is perhaps more 
than any other, the most impor¬ 
tant word in the natural world. 

All the most successful animals are 
highly adaptable. 

Those that don’t adapt to their environ¬ 
ment simply die out. When random genetic 
mutations occur within a species, it either 
helps or hinders its ability to survive within 
that environment; and if it ‘helps’ then we 
begin to see evolution taking place. 

This is a pretty simple and basic idea but 
it becomes a little more complicated when 
our species wades in. 

We are of course just as ‘natural’ as the 
next species albeit a highly adaptable and 
resourceful one. 

The latest mobile phone component or 
high tech instrument inside the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station is, technically speak¬ 
ing, natural. 

It wouldn’t have come out of the ground 
in its current state, but the natural evolu¬ 
tion and inventiveness of our species means 
that it has been fashioned anew. 

The problem is that we are very hypocrit¬ 
ical as a species, especially when it comes 
to the other creatures we must share this 
planet with. 

A good example is the largest land car¬ 
nivore, the Polar Bear. We all know about 
global warming and the decreasing polar ice 
caps. 

One of the icons of the North and a totem 
for saving the ice is of course the polar bear 
but in a desperate effort to survive, this 
species has forced itself to be adaptable and 
when the sea ice melts too early, it retreats 
from the shore and instead focuses its at-

tention on human habitation. This brings 
polar bears into conflict with our species 
and either way, the bears lose. 

There aren’t a huge number of polar 
bears roaming the Shropshire countryside 
but how about our other adaptable animals? 

As woodland and grassland become farm¬ 
land and town, species such as foxes begin 
to encroach on the areas we perceive as 
‘ours’. 

Bins are upturned, chickens snatched, 
foxes shot. 

In fact it seems that in many circum¬ 
stances the more wonderfully adaptable a 
species, the less and less we like it. 

Do many of us despise rats, mice and 
cockroaches because they look disgusting 
or because they dare to impinge upon our 
territories? 

The only saving grace it seems with such 
animals is that they are at least easy to see. 
If they can learn to live alongside us, they 
tend to be fairly numerous. 

But I expect I’ve said that before in this 
column and I expect people have struggled 
to see the specific item of fauna or indeed 
flora. So here’s a really easy and really im¬ 
portant one: 

Simply put, grass is the most dominant 
form of vegetation on the planet. Among 
the most versatile life forms on Earth, 
grasses have adapted to conditions in rain 


forests, deserts, mountains and even inter¬ 
tidal habitats. 

They are now the most widespread plant 
on the planet, and as a consequence, have 
become a primary food source for all sorts 
of wildlife. 

There may be as many as 3,500 different 
species. Clearly there are many benefits 
that we humans derive from grasses and 
their kin, but almost unbelievably we’ve 
managed to muck this one up too. 

It may be a very elementary point to 
make when I say that people enjoy grass 
because of lush lawns, parks, and play¬ 


ing fields when of course the different 
species are so important in other ways to 
the planet, but with our constant and in¬ 
creasingly intense agricultural practices, 
plant experts have warned that there are 
potentially only another 100 harvests left 
on Britain’s farm soil. It is a sorry state of 
affairs to reveal that a recent study showed 
soil in urban areas is actually much more 
fertile on average than the intensively over- 
farmed UK countryside. 

Will we ever learn I wonder?

New rail group

They say trains are overcrowded and do not run often 
enough to meet passengers’ needs. 

The newly formed Marches Rail Users Alliance is calling 
for improvements on the line which runs from Shrewsbury 
to Hereford, part of the main rail route between South 
Wales and the north. 

They say services have seen passenger numbers increase, 
but not the number of carriages. 

The alliance intends to put a case for improvements to 
main operators Arriva Trains Wales as well as both local 
and national authorities. 

Professor Leslie Lumsdon, chairman of the alliance, said 
it represented a population of 200,000 people living within 
the area of six stations. 

He said: “Patronage has increased significantly thanks to 
early improvements by Arriva Trains Wales, but the service 
provided has not kept up with this growth. 

“We contend that the vast majority of trains need to com¬ 
prise three cars and that additional capacity is required to 
meet the heavier passenger flows associated with major 
events.” 

He said in a recent survey 94 per cent of users said hav¬ 
ing a seat was important. 

“This is not a short commute-type line, most passengers 
will be on the train for more than 30 minutes,” he said. 

“We have noticed severe overcrowding in recent years, 
and it’s not just when there’s a football match on in 
Shrewsbury, or a rugby match in Cardiff. 

“All of the groups have taken this up with Arriva Trains 
Wales. 

“We’re paying our fares, passengers are increasing. 
Shouldn’t we be getting more capacity?” 

He said the alliance was also pushing for the service to be 
a more regular than the current hourly one. 

“At present there are all sorts of strange irregularities,” 
he said. 

“There is a considerable imbalance at certain times of 
the day. 

“For example, a gap from Church Stretton to Shrews¬ 
bury between 3.04pm and 4.55pm and another between 
9.38am and 11.38am southbound from Craven Arms to 
Hereford.”

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Parking hitch a thing of past

Caravan and trailer owners 
should be on red alert at the 
arrival this month of the new 
Passat as Volkswagen looks 
to push the eighth-generation 
model upmarket. 

It’s neither magic or witchcraft but 
VW has solved all your agonising re¬ 
versing problems at one swoop. In 
simple terms the new Passat reverses 
for you - you just need the confidence 
to sit behind the wheel and watch. 

Lots of manufacturers have introduced 
park assist systems which allow you to 
let the car reverse into one of those tight 
spaces but this is the first time I have come 
across a Trailer Assist reversing system - 
without the need for any modification or 
adaptation of the trailer. 



The good news is that is you choose a 
model with parking assist the trailer system 
only cost an extra £465, which could turn 
out to be the best cash you ever spend if 
like me you find reversing a bit of a prob¬ 
lem. 

Everything is new about the eighth 
generation Passat, which since launch in 
1973 has racked up over 22 million sales 
worldwide with VW seeing the model as 
the bridge between the upper medium and 
premium class. 

Only diesel engines are available in the 
UK, ranging in power from a 1.6-litre 120 
PS, through two 2.0-litre units with 150 or 
190 PS, to a range-topping 2.0-litre bi-turbo 
with 240 PS, DSG gearbox and 4MOTION 
four-wheel drive. A plug-in hybrid GTE ver¬ 
sion with a 1.4-litre TSI petrol engine and 
electric motor will follow in October and a 
frugal BlueMotion with a 1.6-litre engine re¬ 
turning 78 mpg and just 95 g/km of C02 
will join the range in June 2015, while an 
Alltrack version of the estate is due in July. 

At launch, five trim levels are offered: 
S, SE, SE Business, GT and R-Line. All 
offer a high level of standard features with 
highlights including post-collision braking 
system and mis-fuelling prevention on all; 
front assist, adaptive cruise control, pre¬ 
crash system, driver profile selection, ergo 
comfort seats and front and rear parking 
sensors on SE and above; and discover 
navigation on the SE Business which is 
aimed at fleet drivers. 

Heated Alcantara seats, three-zone cli¬ 
mate control and 18-inch wheels are stand¬ 
ard on GT, while the range-topping R-Line 
adds a host of bespoke design features.

There are four TDI diesels, with the 
range starting with a 1.6 TDI with 120PS. 
Volkswagen claims that the 150PS 2.0 TDI 
with 340Nm of torque will be the most pop¬ 
ular. 

On test was a190PS 2.0-litre diesel es¬ 
tate, with 400Nm of torque, a top speed 
of 144mph, 0-62mph in 7.9seconds and 
combined fuel figures of 61.4mpg. C02 
levels are impressive at just 120g/km.The 
front-wheel drive model came with six 
speed DSG gearbox. 

New optional features include in-car 
connection to the internet via a smart¬ 
phone and wi-fi hotspot allowing you to ac¬ 
cess traffic data, news and weather via the 
colour touchscreen information system. 


There’s predictive pedestrian protection 
through a radar scanning system, traffic 
jam assist, emergency stopping assist and 
later this year a new system will arrive re¬ 
placing the traditional instrument cluster 
with an interactive 12.3inch display system 
and a heads-up screen display. 

On the road the new Passat is quiet and 
refined with very little engine or road noise 
and handling is not a problem. 

There is no doubt that new Passat is an 
impressive arrival and the reversing sys¬ 
tem an absolute joy but it all comes at a 
price with the bottom range model likely to 
cost you over £22,000. The test car had a 
starting price of £30,900 but with a host of 
extras that shot up to over £36,000.

GUILSFIELD left it late as an injury-time 
strike from top scorer Danny Barton edged 
out Caersws 1-0 to maintain their pursuit 
of honours in the Huws Gray Cymnru Al¬ 
liance.

WHAT do Welsh Premier League 
champions The New Saints have in 
common with German giants Bayern 
Munich? 

The answer is that both remain 
unbeaten in their respective leagues. 
They were two of just six top-flight 
sides across UEFA’s vast catchment 
area, which also includes Israel, that 
could still boast that fact. 

TNS’ fine record of 16 wins and five 
draws from 21 matches puts them 
into an exclusive group that along 
with Pep Guardiola’s Bundesliga 
leaders (won 14, drawn three) also in¬ 
cludes Icelandic side Stjarnan (W15, 
D7), Croatian outfit Dynamo Zagreb 
(W15, D4), Maltese team Hibernians 


FC (W18, Dl) and Dynamo Kiev of 
Ukraine (Wll, D3). 

Craig Harrison’s side, who are 
regulars in the Champions League 
qualifying rounds, know they have a 
lot of ground to make up before they 
are regularly rubbing shoulders with 
Europe’s truly elite sides in the group 
stages. 

But the club, which has faced 
Slovan Bratislava and Legia War¬ 
saw in the Champions League sec¬ 
ond qualifying round in the last two 
seasons, is determined to be locking 
horns with the continent’s bigger 
names more and more in the coming 
years. 

And Harrison said: “The long-term
